$5,000.00 expenditure under 
Community Services, The 
thought appears to be preva= 
lent among some people in 
Town that the total amount 
of $5,000.00 is to bé expended 
by the Centennial Committee 
for a Birthday celebration 
only, In my opinion this is 
a fallacy and throughtbis.col- 
umn I will explain in detail 
where the $5,000,00 is to be 
spent, 

For the purpose of Town 
beautification our Parks and 
Recreation Department are 
expending $600,00 for mater- 
ials only for fifty pottedtrees 
and shrubs which will be 
placed throughout the main 
streets of St, Albert during 
the Summer, These potted 
trees and shrubs can be used 
every Summer hereafter for 
street beautification in Town, 

The sum of $1,000.00 is to 
be expended for flag poles, 
flags, banners, etc, for dec- 
oration purposes, not only 
relative to Centennial Cele- 
brations, but for any celeb-

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Assessment and budget — 


The previous General Ass- 
essment which took place in 
1961 was based on 40% of the 
1961 market value of. land, 
This year the assessment fig- 
ure of land is based on 65% 
of the 1966-1967 market value 
The change from 40% to 65% 
is a matter of Provincial 
legislation and outside the 
control of Council, 

The market value is based 
on the sale price of land with- 
in the town, by the town, 
which for a residential lot 
(110 feet deep) is $52.75 per 
front foot, Acreages are based 
on the sale price of $2,500, 
per acre, 

The overall result of this 
reassessment is that the land 
assessment on about all pro- 
perties is slightly more than 
double in 1967 of what it was 
from 1961 to 1966, 


Since assessment is the 
basis upon which the tax load 
is distributed among the pop=- 
ulation, it should follow that 
if the assessment is increased 
the mill rate should come 
down, In1966 the mill rate was 
62 mills, If the same number 
of tax dollars were required 
in 1967 the mill rate would be 
52. 

EQUALIZED ASSESSMENT 

Unfortunately the Provinc- 
ial Government has increased 
its requirement from pro-= 
perty taxes for the School 
Foundation Plan from 26 mills 
to 28 mills, This mill rate is 
based on equalized assess- 
ment which is a device by 
which our assessment is made 
comparable with the assess- 
ment of other communities, 

While the live assessment 
on land in the town doubled, 


the equalized assessment on 
land went up by 20%, Since 
the Council is not in agree. 
ment with this increase, an 
appeal is now being prepared 
against the equalized assess- 


ment. 
At present it would cost 


the town $76,000, or 4.5 new 
mills for additional payments 
into the Foundation Plan, and 
this increase of 22% explains 
why the Town Council con- 
siders an appeal necessary, 
BUDGET 

The overall budget of the 
Town consists of several 
parts, The Council has only 
control over the municipal 
portion of the budget, The first 
draft of the budget shows an 
increase in expenditures of 
$7,000, or 1% inthe municipal 
portion, Comparing the 1966 
with the 1967 budget we have 
the following:

The series of articles and letters 
written by Father Lacombe continues 
this week, opening with his account 
of the first harvest at the St, Albert 
settlement, 


It was July! Our fields were gilded 
with the colour of our harvest, We 
were already eating apples and other 
vegetables, Soon we were inhabiting our 
houses which seemed to have sprung 
up as by magic, All boards and shingles 
for the roof were sawn by hand, Finally, 
the doors and windows were also made 
by hand, : 

Soon it was autumn, Our splendid 
harvest was brought in and ground; 
our garden products put into cellars, 
Having no flour mill our wheat ser- 
ved as feed for our cows and pigs, There 
were already twenty Metis families 
settled in our midst, 


In early September two adventurous 
young hunters from Ontario, arrived 
in Saint Albert from Edmonton, One, 
wishing to shoot a partridge from his cart 
mismanoeuvred his gun, and all the shot 
went through his left side, This took 
place near the mission, We brought 


him home where he lingered on for 


about twenty days, with what care we 
were able to give him, He died thanking 
us for having cared for him with such 
charity, He was a protestant from the 
City of Hamilton, Ontario, In closing 
my narration of this year’s events I 
would like to mention that Father Remas 
and Father Caer had returned from their 
excursions and were very happy over 
them, Together we thanked Divine Prov- 
idence for having thus blessed our 
efforts and our work, Father Remas 
returned to Lac Sainte Anne which we 
held to keeping as our oldest North- 
West mission, and where there has 


- always been a missionary though Saint 


Albert had become our transaction 
centre, . 
NOTE: 

These are the two first inhabitants of 
Saint Albert, They came to Saint Albert 
with Father Lacombe in 1861 and re- 
mained for the rest of their lives, 
They are buried in St, Albert cemetery, 
MICHEL NORMAND & ROSE PLANTE: 

These two Metis were born in 1820 
at the Red River, They were instructed 
and baptized by the first missionaries 
of that time, Like their fellow country- 
men they had a small farm and cul- 
tivated the land, They spent part of the 
summer on the prairie hunting baffalo, 
thus making up part of the hunting 
caravan when the buffalo were not too 
far from the, Red River Colony, Not 
having been blessed with children, on 
different occasions they adopted orphans 
whom they brought up as their own 
children, and who, today have good 
families dispersed here and there 
throughout the North-West, 

When Fathers Thibault and Bourassa 
set out for the Saskatchewan River 
Valley, they persuaded the Normand 
family to accompany them as servants 
and hired help, After a few years at 
Lae Sainte Anne, where they had been 
a blessing to the missionaries, Michel 
and his wife returned to the Red River 
with Father Bourassa who was leaving 
the country, In1859, when Father Remas, 
who had gone to Saint Boniface to meet 
the Grey Nuns who were to go to the 
Lae Sainte Anne Mission, this family 
joined his caravan, which, after fifty- 
one days of travelling and camping, 
reached Lac Sainte Anne on September 
24th, Words could not express my joy, 
my happiness, and my satisfaction when 
these dear missionaries and their comp- 
anions arrived on our lake’s shore, 
Even today, after so many years, the 
emotion the memory this brings is too 


much for me, How happy I was to see 
Michel and Rose with us again! Since 
that time they have not left us, Like 
real missionaries they became attached 
to and interested in all our work, Their 
fidelity, their honesty, their piety are 
recognized throughout the countryside, 
especially so among the missionaries, 
who esteem and venerate them, 

Mgr, Grandin, in his appreciation of 
the good services rendered to our mis- 


sion by these good and faithful servants, 


had them retire in his residence, where 
they have their apartments and all they 
need, They do work of their choice for 
the sake of keeping busy, They are my 
friends, They were very good and devoted 
to me, They were witnesses of my 
missionary work, May God grant them 
to end their days in peace in the midst 
of the Bishops and priests who consider 
them as members of our Religious 
Family,

The excerpts of his biography will, 
we hope, give the wanted answers, 
BEGINNING OF THE AUTOBIOGRAPHY 
OF FATHER ALBERT LACOMBE, OMI 

“T was born February 28th, 1827, 
at St, Sulpice, one of the oldest parishes 
in the diocese of Montreal, onthe shores 
of the St, Lawrence, Parents were 


humble farmers, who, though not rich, 
lived comfortably, My father’s namewas 
Albert, the name I was given at my 
baptism; my mother was Agathe 
Duhamel, Eight children were the fruit 
of this union, two boys and six girls, 
The first died at birth sol was considered 
the oldest, At present we are but three 
still living, my brother Gaspard, my 
sister Christine and I, My father died 
over twenty years ago, my mother two 
years ago at the age of 87, 

When I was but 7 or 8 years of ag 
I began to help my father in the culti: 
vation of the fields and the guarding of 
the flocks, My parents were hard- 
working farmers, They taught me to 
harden my body to work; to guide the 
plow and handle the axe; to rise early 
in the morning and be content with solid 
but often coarse food, such as black 
bread etc, It was during these years 
of apprenticeship, I believe I was nine, 
when I fell and broke and arm, Unfort- 
unately, this arm was not correctly 
set and it remained crooked and short- 
ened, an infirmity no one notices, This 
infirmity was never a hindrance to man- 
ual work, Though they lacked schooling, 
my parents realized its importance and | 
necessity, That is why they granted me 
time and means to attend the little 
school of the neighboring parish, 
Lavaltrie, three miles away, There I 
learned to read and write, At the age of 
11 I made my First Communion which 
was given me by our parish priest, 
Vicar General Viau, my signal bene- 
factor, He had admitted me among the 
altar boys, and I had the joy and the 
honour of serving at the altar, This 
venerated priest took pleasure in calling 
me ‘his little Indian’, not only because 
of the colour of my skin, but because 
of a legend kept by my ancestors, and 
especially my old mother,

The first automobile in 
Alberta was imported from 
Winnipeg by’ Mr, Joseph 
Morris in 1903, It was ship- 
ped by way of Calgary so Mr, 
Morris could drive around the 
streets and show off to Calg- 
arians, Then he had it loaded 
back onto the train and brought 
the rest of the way to his home 
in Edmonton, The total cost 
was $775, Edmontonians were 
both excited and bewildered by 
the first Gas Buggy, Its break- 
neck speed was 10 miles an 
hour and it soon was known 
locally as the Red Monster, 
Most people ran away from it 
while others murmured that 
such a terrifying invention 
would never catch on, Mr, 
Morris was given licence 
number | and was allowed to 
keep the same one forthe rest 
of his life, 

With summercoming, 
things to do and places to go 
‘are upper most in everyone’s 
plans, As near as, Elk Island 
Park the nearly @xtinet Bison 
buffalo can be seen, In their 
own way these shaggy beasts 
helped to shape Alberta’s his- 
tory. The Indians lived almost 
entirely on buffalo meat, 
clothed and housed them- 
selves with the hides, used 
the bones for tools and the 
horns for ritual costumes, 
The White traders, trappers 
and settlers depended on the 
buffalo for food and clothing, 
too, When the herds were gone 
the population was forced to 


turn to the land, One of our ~ 


basic economies was, there- 
fore hastened by the disap- 
pearance of the buffalo, 

It was the buffalo, too, that 
saw Alberta long before men 
came, Indians have woven leg- 
ends around one of our

munity, After the N.A,R, and» 
Athabasca lines were built, 
the lack of outside connections 
and railway facilities were 
responsible for the moving of 
many resident businesses, 
The main C,N.R, railroad 
lines were too far west to 
help this part of the district, 
and it became the small 
country village it is today.
